By letter dated 5-20-65 he was CENSURED & PLACED 
of the New York inspection which disclosed serious personnel deficiencies 
within the various divisions of the office. He was advised that those 
weaknesses certainly reflected adversely upon his over-all administrative 
ability and he was expected to immediately improve the operations. The 
various functions of the office were rated as follows: 

Physical Condition and Maintenance .... Very Good 

Investigative Operations Very Good 

Administrative Operations Fair 

Personnel Matters Fair 

Contacts Excellent 

The office was rated Fair in Administrative Operations because the case 
closings per Agent was below field average, time in office was high, form 
errors high, odd-hour spot check disclosed 3 sign-out irregularities and 
there were a few instances of possible submarginal performance. Adminis- 
trative Operations in the last inspection were rated Fair. Personnel 
Matters were rated Fair inasmuch as 1 Agent failed to keep his Handbook 
current; 1 Agent was operating at a submarginal level; and the Inspector 
detected an Agent returning files to the office, having taken them home. 
Personnel Matters were rated Fair in the last inspection.

Re your inquiry concerning the Tel-kee cabinet in my 
outer office. 

This is to advise that some time after I arrived in 
the New York office in October 1962, I found in the desk 
drawer in the table behind the SAC f s desk, a key case 
with three or four keys, one of which was the key to the 
Tel-kee cabinet in the outer office. I removed the key 
to the Tel-kee cabinet from the case and installed it on 
a hook in a concealed spot up in under the table where the 
key was kept from then on. I feel that this was a secure spdt 
although the key in this position was not under lock. 

To the best of my recollection the key has been in 
this spot for over three years. The other keys in the 
case were extras from the Tel-kee cabinet and were returned 
thereto. 

Included in the Tel-kee cabinet are the keys to 
personnel files, the SACS' desks, Detpro cabinet, June Unit 
cabinets and applicant examinations.

Of course, I realize that word quickly spreads throughout 
the office when I stop in, but on some occasions I 50 to 
the eleventh floor an~d walk down the staircase and admit 
myself with my kev, through the back door into the area where 
the personnel files and other confidential fileo are kept for 
the express purpose of seeing whether anyone is in the area 
that should not* be there* On occasion, I have placed tiny, 
almost invisible strips of scotch tape across some of the 
cabinet drawers, particularly those in the SAC T s office, 
to see if they had been tampered with, I have never found 
anything suspicious going on during these tours. 

In regard to the indoctrination of Investigative 
Clerks, ever since I cane to the Hew York Office, I talk ^ for 
approximately #to every new clerical employee who comes into 
the office. Host of my talk is devoted to personal raisconduct. 
After some of these clerks are made Investigative Clerks, 
I drop into conferences held by the SAC of Division 1 and here 
again, I frequently reiterate Bureau rules on personal misconduct. 
At these conferences , I also hear the workload of the Investigative 
Clerks discussed and reviewed and it has been my definite impression 
that these men had adequate work* I make almost daily trips 
through the area of assignment for most of them, which is on 
the tenth floor, and it has never been necessary for me to 
question one for not properly applying himself* 

In regard to the coffee drinking allegation, b 6 
this is one phase of the New York Office operation I check 
personally* I bring the matter up repeatedly with Supervisors 
at our weekly conferences. On one occasion, I have asked the 
Supervisors to obtain an explanation from all Agents x*ho left the 
office and returned prior to 11:00 A.M., as to where they were and 
what they were doing, I would review every memorandum received and 
on some occasions would pull files to check to see that the agent 
was actually doing what he was supposed to be doing, I let it 
be known that the purpose of this check was to guard against going 
out of the office for coffee or any other reason not connected with 
official business. On other occasions, if I were leaving the 
office around 10:00 A.M, and I noticed agents returning to the 
office, I would make a note if I knew the agent and upon my return 
to the office, check his number three card. On other occasions, 
if I did not know the Agent, I would stop him and ask him where 
he was coming from. If I am out in the neighborhood in the morning 
hours, I have on occasion looked into restaurants in the area where 
coffee i s served. I never heard of the restaurants mentioned by 
I I Although I have never caught anyone, I do feel that my 
constant discussion at Supervisors 1 conferences and the checks 
I make at least serve as a deterrent to anyone who may be so 
inclined.

work, I £ct around the city quite extensively and at 
almost every hour of the day. On many occasions, I run 
into Agents. When I do see there, I spot check them 
occasionally, particularly if I know them. I check their 
#3 cards to see if they, had reason to be in the area 
where I saw them. On one or two occasions, I saw agents 
in areas that raised a doubt in my mind and even though I did 
not know their names, I came back to the office and checked 
every ohoto in our photo file until I identified the Apent 
and then reviewed his #3 card. For instance, on one occasion 
I recall seeinp an agent running for a train at 4:4-5 P.K» 
at the Pennsylvania Station. I "did not know his name but 
when I returned to the office I checked the photographic 
file and identified him* A check of his #3 card reflected 
he had taken one hour f s annual leave and was on his way home. 

These checks have caused me to have a great 
deal of confidence in the agents because I have never 
detected an agent off base and my checks are of such a 
nature that I feel that by the law of averages I should find 
some irregularit}/ if agents were prone to violate rules with 
any degree of regularity. 

In addition to the above mentioned checks , 
I have on occasion checked the production record of every 
agent in the New York Office in an effort to detect any 
"dead wood" that may exist in the office. This includes a 
check of the VOT and TIO record of each individual agent 
looking for patterns and to be sure each agent is carrying 
his fair share of the work. These checks also serve to look 
behind the work of the supervisors* 

I feel that I had tight administrative 
controls on the personnel of the New York Office. The 
Inspector may be~ assured that every control possible to 
prevent such derelictions from happening again will be 
placed in effect.

Jack Anderson called me late Saturday, 4/2/66. He stated 

Ihe wanted to tip us off in confidence that Drew Pearson may make 
derogatory comments concerning the FBI in his column within the near 
future . 

I asked Anderson the basis for such potential comments. He 
stated he personally had offered to bring in all witnesses in the 
theft of files from Senator Dodd's office and have them interviewed at 

tone time in his presence. The FBI, however, had ignored this offer 
and had interviewed these witnesses on an individual basis. I told 

[him this was perfectly logical as an investigative step and that it 
would be ridiculous tb interrogate all witnesses in his presence. 

Anderson said this was not the only thing. I asked him what * 
else he had. He stated there had been delay on the part of the FBI 
in investigating the derelictions of Senator Dodd. I told him this 
was ridiculous. I mentioned that, as he and Pearson well knew, the 
FBI has no authority to investigate such matters unless the Department 
of Justice determines there is a possible violation within FBI juris- 
diction. I told him in all instances of this nature we must neces- 
sarily wait upon the Department to make up its mind. Anderson stated 
he would try to explain this to Pearson; however, Pearson might not 
| listen to him. . 

I told Anderson I thought we were wasting time in carrying 
on a conversation if he expected me to believe this. 

Anderson stated he had another complaint. He mentioned that 
one day last week there were nine agents operating out of Senator 
Dodd f s office and apparently at Senator Dodd's directions. He 
stated this was in connection with interviewing Dodd*s personnel 
regarding the theft of documents from Dodd's office. I told him 
here again he should get correct facts before he called me. J stated 
the agents were operating out of the Senate Juvenile Delinquency 
Subcommittee offices, which had been loaned to them for the purpose 
of interviewing personnel. I mentioned that the agents ' at no time 
had operated under Dodti's directions; that Dodd had nothing to do 
with the interrogation. Anderson stated this might be true; however, 
it was his understanding that the agents were questioning people in 
Dodd's private office.. I told him this^was not true.

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You have requested that I check into the matter of an alleged 
request by Senator Dodd for FBI transportation in New York* Mr. Wick 
advised me that according to Jack Anderson, associate of Drew Pearson, 
one of Dodd's employees in the summer of 1964 overheard Dodd talking 
to the head of the FBI in New York and heard Dodd ask if he could be 
picked up at the airport by an FBI car and taken to the Essex House where

categorically denied ever receiving such a call from Dodd requesting 

I transportation and has set out in his teletype of 4/5/66 the only two 
incidents involving FBI transportation for Dodd known to Malone. 

Malone states in June 1964 he was invited to attend a wedding 
anniversary dinner for Judge and Mrs. Irving Kaufman; that Mr. and 
Mrs.: Dodd were invited; that the section of the plane they were scheduled 
for did not arrive and Judge Kaufman, being concerned, asked Malone 
if he could assist in locating the Dodds. Malone had FBI Agents in the 
; airport area contacted to attempt to locate Dodd, who arrived on a later 
"section of the flight, and he was then driven by Agents to the city. 

The second incident occurred in September 1965 when a call 
£f | was received by a night clerk in the New York Office from al I 

calling for Senator Dodd, who stated it was essential Dodd be in Wash-

ington the following morning, unable to get transportation to Newark 
Airport to catch a 12:50 a. m. flight, it was a foggy night and he could 
not get plane out of New York and he requested assistance in getting 
Dodd to the airport. Malone was contacted at home and authorized having

I have contacted the SACs at New York, who do not recall 
talking to Dodd, and I have personally examined the index references 
and New York files contain no other references to Dodd involving request 
for transportation. Mr. Wick states that a personal note was received 
by the Director from Malone advising of the affair in June 1964 and the 
fact that Dodd was present. The yellow of this letter is in Malone f s 
personal files in New York. 

The only record that was made of the incident in September 
1965 was a memorandum f or the N ew York file prepared by the clerk 
who received the call from l l and Malone did not advise the Bureau 

at that time that he had authorized transportation to the airport for Dodd. 
He states that this was an oversight on his part which he regrets as he 
normally attempts to advise the Bureau of such contacts. I told Malone 
that he definitely should have advised the Bureau immediately of this 
courtesy extended to Dodd even though it was obviously not possible for 
him to get prior Bureau authority in view of the lateness of the hour* I 
cautioned Malone also that he should be most circumspect in granting 
such courtesies on his own authority in the future. 

Although Malone : denies having received the call referred 
to by Anderson, it is possible that one of the other incidents mentioned 
above might have been what Anderson was referring to and since we do 
not know what Senator Dodd's files contain, it is not possible to prove 
conclusively that such a call was not made. Therefore it would seem 
risky to deny to Anderson that such a call was ever made. 

RECOMMENDATION 

1. That Anderson not be advised that no such call as he 
alleged was ever made. ^ 

2. That Malone's failure to immediately report the incident 
in September 1965 be considered in connection with the over-all results 
of the New York inspection.

Although cases closed per #gent improved'since -fa$ last inspection, 
substantial improvement is still needed. Time in the office is significantly 
above the field average and that of comparable offices and must be reduced 
immediately, I have noted that your errors of form, while up slightly since 
the last inspection, are slightly below the field average. Form errors must 
be Slept to a minimum* Much improvement is required in stenographic 
production which not only decreased since last inspection but is substantially 
below fee field average. Tbe training recommended by the Inspector should 
be instituted. Tour office had a favorable record of retyped pages; however, 
I am concerned with the high percentage of Agent error requiring retypes and 
this must be afforded close attention. 

I was pleased to note that your Chief Clerk's Office has been function* 
ing efficiently and that fee number of misf iled index cards is below the field 
average. There has been a noteworthy reduction In project work which should 
be continued* Tour travel and per diem costs have been kept well in line, but 
your communications costs are above your prescribed base. Svery economy 
must be effected. 

the effectiveness of your program lor the recruitment of Special 
Agents is gratifying and every e#ort should be made to continue this fine 
record. 3* was disappointing, nowever, to learn that your office recruited 
only ei$*t clerical employees tor the Seat of Government during fee past three 
months which is far below your established quota, and only a total of nineteen 
during fee past year. This reflects most unfavorablsr upon your office and I 
es^ect improvement promptly* You should insure thai each employee recog- 
nizes that lie has a definite responsibility to participate in fee recruitment of 
suitable Bureau applicants. Sufficient manpower and attention must be devoted 
to this important aspect of your operations to effect maximum results. 

The inspection disolofted you? regular $peeiai Agent complement to 
be adequate but not excessive following fee transfers ordered during fee 
inspection. Additional Agents beiftg furnished your office to expand counter* 
intelligence coverage must be assigned exclusively to such work. The Inspector 
has found* and you have agreed, that 861 clerks are an adequate complement* 
Yon should reduce your clerical personnel to this number as quickly as normal 
attrition will permit. 

I am concerned that one Agent and two clerks were over fee desirable 
weight limits, particularly since you were not aware feat one of these clerks 
was in such a condition until detected by fee Inspector. The adherence of all

tively employed and that where possible efforts are made to correct their

I was pleased to observe mat yon have increased the number of 8AC 
contacts and have diversitfed and effective coverage in the New York Office. 
You should make certain, however, that all SAC* have an opportunity to meet 
all of these contacts. $he increase in public appearances In the last year 
reflects your awareness of the value of keeping the public informed of the 
Bureau* e services, responsibilities and accompUsaments* There is still need, 
however, for additional emphasis in the &<M of radio and television, in your 
contacts with the United States Attorney of the Eastern Bistrict of New York 
you should insist that Investigative matters under our Jttrlsdiction receive 
appropriate Federal prosecutive attention since it is apparent that in some 
Instances he has favored local prosecution. 

1 was amused at the serious la*% in the supervision of Investigative 
Clerks found by the inspector. $he incidents of personal misconduct in which 
they were involved were disgraceful, and the fact that they, along wtth several 
Agents, were engaging In personal activities during working hours necessitated 
setting up much more stringent supervisory controls. These should be placed 
in effect immediately and adhered to rigidly. You have been advised separately 
of the administrative action taken against the employees involved. Further^ 
you did not afford suS&eient security to the key to your $el-kee cabinet, for 
your failure to have instituted the necessary procedures to prevent these, as 
well as other weaknesses found oaring the inspection, you are being censured 
and continued on probation* I will eapact yo» to immediately devote your per* 
sonai attention to tl^itening the administration of your office so that such 
Weaknesses will be eliminated* 

You and the Special Agents in Charge must carefully study the inspec- 
tion findings and advise the Bureau within thirty days of the recent of this 
letter of the corrective action taken to comply with these instructions and those 
of the Inspector.

There is attached for approval the annual performance report 
for Assistant Director in Charge Malone in which his services have been 
rated Outstanding for the period 4-1-66 to 3-31-67. I have signed this 
report as the Rating Official. 

Mr. Malone EOD 5-4-42, is in Grade GS 18, $25,890, and has 
been Assistant Director in Charge of the New York Office since 11-1-62. 
During this rating period, Mr. Malone was censured and continued on proba- 
tion 5-5-66 (he was placed on probation 5-20-65 as inspection disclosed 
serious personnel deficiencies within various divisions of office) as inspec- 
tion noted he was personally responsible for failure to afford sufficient 
security to key to Tel-kee cabinet; over -all responsibility for failure to 
institute adequate supervisory controls and properly indoctrinate personnel 
who engaged in misconduct and personal activities on Bureau time; improper 
interpretation of rules of rest periods and security and other weaknesses. 
Removed from probation on 9-12-66. He was subsequently censured 2-1-67 
for poor judgment regarding procedures used in connection with information 
relating to bombing of Yugoslav diplomatic establishments in U.S. and 
Canada. He was not commended during the rating year. Rated Satisfactory 
on his 1966 annual performance report. The Director last saw Mr. Malone 
on 3-22-65 and stated he made an excellent, mature appearance and rated 
him above average. The statistical accomplishments for his office during 
the first eight months of fiscal year 1967 as compared to the same period 
in fiscal year 1966 are up 14% in fines, savings and recoveries, 11% in 
fugitives, 9% in automobiles recovered and down 31% in convictions. During 
the last inspection completed 9-2-66 his office was rated Excellent in contacts 
and applicant recruitment matters and Very Good in physical condition and 
maintenance, investigative operations, administrative operations and person- 
nel matters.

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I called his attention to the fact that he had six classifications of cases 
which were delinquent in excess of 7% and that prompt steps should be made 
to eliminate this particular delinquency. 

I also called his attention to the fact that while there had been an 
increase in the number of cases closed per Agent in March, namely 7 per 
Agent, I still felt this was low production and he should endeavor to increase 
the output to at least 10 cases per Agent per month. 

I commended Mr, Malone upon the excellent record of the New 
York Office in recruiting Special Agents, namely 46 since last July 1st, 
and 59 clerical employees. 

I spoke to Mr. Malone about the fact that I noted his office had dropped 
29% in convictions for the first 9 months of the current fiscal year when compared 
with a similar period of the previous fiscal year, and it appears this has largely 
been due to the failure upon the part of the Department to promptly appoint 
judges to vacancies which have occurred and to the disinclination of those judges 
now sitting to try criminal cases, as they seem to prefer civil ones to criminal 
ones* Mr. Malone has informally taken this matter up with Judge Irving Kaufman 
of the Circuit Court of Appeals, who has in turn spoken to Chief Judge Lombard 
of that Court as the Circuit Court of Appeals does have some supervisory 
control over the District Court.

I commented upon the fact that the New York Office had averaged 
two hours and twenty minutes a day overtime for the month of March, 
and while this was excessive, I did not know how it could be reduced in view 
of the volume of work and the shortage of personnel. 

I spoke to Mr. Malone about the fact that I noted he has seven 
Special Agents on limited duty, but from the report of their overtime, all 
of them have either equaled or exceeded the overtime of the office so I have 
no criticism to make of their performance or their share of the overtime.

Inexcusable delays occurred in dissemination to White, House 6/6/67 
of an item of vital intelligence significance concerning change in Russia's position 
to one of support of United States resolution for cease fire proposal in United 
Nations (UN) Security Council. Incident summarized in memorandum W. C. Sullivan 
to Mr. DsLoach 6/8/67 (WCS:mea attached). Director instructed Inspection 
Division to look into entire matter. Inquiries conducted at New York Office (NYO) 
and at Seat of Government (SOG) covered our system of handling such data as well 
as events in this particular incident and recommendations herein include tightening 
system to preclude repetition as well as for administrative ^

Supervisor I J explains (explanation attached) that while -

Section Chief Cotter on 6/7/67, after this 6/6/67 incident, recommended 
and obtained approval for an additional night shift to be established manned by Agent 
from Nationalities Intelligence Section. He explains (explanation attached) volume 
of teletype traffic increased sharply 6/5/67 on Middle East Situation (verified) and 
that he, his Number One Man and a Supervisor worked late hours 6/6/67 (verified) 
to insure no delays in processing incoming messages. However, Night Supervisor 
continued to actually process these teletypes for dissemination and Cotter and his 
assistants worked that evening on preparation of comprehensive memorandum and 
other paper work all connected with Middle East Situation. Cotter explains that 
upon learning of the incoming 6/6/67 message at about 8:00 PM and of the earlier 
inquiry concerning it by State Department he concurred with Night Supervisor's 
proceeding with dissemination by teletype to White House, State Department and 
intelligence agencies. Cotter states he was aware the pertinent information was then a 
j publicly known fact. As Section Chief, Cotter allowed dissemination to White House 
(to go forward in regular manner with otte r material when the strong potential for 
embarrassment to Bureau should have been obvious in this advice of earlier vital 
intelligence hours after the Soviet position had become public knowledge. Censure 
for Cotter is being recommended. 

SYSTEM ANALYSIS: 



1. Bureau utilizes two teletype priorities for domestic field transmissions- 
Urgent and .Deferred. Urgent to be used when receiving office must take immediate 
action; supervisor to be immediately notified regardless of hour; and teletypes are to 
be dispatched immediately from sending office. Deferred messages transmitted after 
all Urgent messages sent and are to be brought supervisor's attention following day 
(whether workday or not). We have no system for assigning higher priorities except 
communications with Legal Attaches where a third priority of "Immediate" is used 
for required within-the-hour handling. Surrey conducted both shifts throughout night

The Assistant Director of the Administrative Division of the FBI shall receive all contributions and account for same to the 
Director. Upon the death of any Special Agent who is a member of said fund the appointed committee will consider the case 
and submit a recommendation to the Director as to its conclusions. Appropriate instructions will then be Issued to the Assist- 
ant Director of the Administrative Division, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the sum of $20,000.
